All  the  weaker  plants  in  the  nurs¬ 
ery  have  been  discarded,  and  only  the  strong  and  vig¬ 
orous  individuals  are  left  to  fill  our  orders  with.  So, 
when  comparing  prices  with  southern  nurseries,  remember 
that  you  can  depend  on  getting  real  values  from  us.

THE  OKA  CHERRY 

This  is  Professor  Hansen’s 
masterpiece  in  cherries.  The 
tree  is  very  hardy,  it  bears 
young,  it  is  very  prolific,  and 
bears  annually.  It  naturally 
produces  a  bush-like  tree,  and 
it  will  do  better  if  allowed 
to  grow  into  this  form,  rath¬ 
er  than  trying  to  make  a 
high-headed  tree  of  it.

It  is  so  sweet 
it  does  not  require  much  sugar  when  canning  or  cooking  it  for  sauce 
When  cooked  or  canned  it  comes  the  nearest  to  the  real  western 
black  cherry  of  any  of  the  fruits  that  thrive  in  this  section.  This 
cherry  is  hardy  in  Saskatchewan,  Alberta  and  Manitoba,  as  well 
as  in  the  entire  northern  United  States.  As  a  reliable  producer  it 
has  no  equal.  No  home  should  be  without  this  cherry.

ANOTHER  SECRET  OF  SUCCESS 

Cut  back  the  branches  at  planting  time.  Fruit  and  shade  trees 
should  have  their  branches  shortened  by  one-half,  at  planting  time. 
You  can  cut  off  more  from  a  fast  growing  variety,  like  a  poplar, 
than  from  an  ash  or  walnut,  which  grow  slowly.  Most  shrubs  can 
be  cut  down  to  one-half  or  two-thirds  their  original  size.  Newly 
planted  hedges  should  be  cut  down  quite  low,  for  instance,  Buck¬ 
thorn,  this  should  be  cut  down  to  4  inches  from  the  ground  even 
when  3  to  4  ft.  plants  were  set  out.  But  the  cutting  should  in  all 
cases  be  done  right  at  planting  time,  later  when  the  leaves  have 
come  out  it  is  not  so  good.

THE  CHINESE  ELM 


The  Chinese  Elm, 
Ulmus  pumila,  is  by 
far  the  most  valu¬ 
able  tree  that  has 
been  introduced 
from  any  foreign 
country.  The  first 
1000  small  trees  of 
this  elm  Were  plant¬ 
ed  at  the  federal 
experiment  station 
near  Mandan,  N.  D., 
in  the  spring  of 
1913.

without  any  pruning,  it  grows  very  dense,  almost  like  an  evergreen, 
and  it  usually  retains  its  dark  green  leaves  a  month  or  six  weeks 
later  than  the  American  elm.  If  pruned  too  much  from  below  when 
young,  it  is  a  little  inclined  to  split,  or  branches  at  the  top  grow  so 
fast  that  they  sometimes  break  in  heavy  wind  or  sleet  storms.  Over- 
pruning  also  makes  the  trees  liable  to  canker  or  sunscald,  which 
of  course  would  not  happen  if  the  trees  are  left  alone  for  a  few 
years. 

The  most  valuable  feature  of  the  Chinese  Elm  is  its  wonderfully 
fast  growth.  It  is  without  question  the  fastest  growing  of  all  trees 
in  this  northwest  section  of  the  United  States,  even  exceeding  the 
cottonwood  and  box  elder.  It  will  stand  severe  droughts,  and  severe 
dry  and  cold  winter  climates. 

This  tree  has  now  been  widely  tested  throughout  the  Dakotas 
and  further  north  and  west,  and  has  passed  the  experimental  stage. 
It  also  is  grown  in  most  other  sections  of  the  United  States,  and

flourishes  everywhere.  It  makes  a  pretty  lawn  tree,  an  elegant 
avenue  or  street  tree,  a  wonderful  windbreak  tree,  and  a  delightful 
tree  for  parks,  or  for  shade  purposes.
